Report of the Board of Education. 


Another school year has passed, and in the opinion of the many 
it has been a success ; but like everthing else that is of interest to 
the public, there are some grumblers dissatisfied with everything 
not according to their own ideas ; not considering the many needs, 
but only thoughtful of their own narrow needs, they make a leaven 
of dissatisfaction throughout the whole community and town; and 
although in every community there are so many and diversified 
needs, it is remarkable how well they are supplied by our common _ 
school system. As we look back on the school system of the past, 
we cannot fail to perceive that there has been a strong and endur- 
ing growth in that which pertains to the education of the masses. 
In many of our cities we see the people are conscious of a need of 
educating the young in the various pursuits of life, and have es- 
tablished cooking schools and sewing schools for girls, and work- 
shops and the like for boys. And it seems, that in our country 
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schools, there should be an element introduced which should stimu- 
late a love and a desire in our young people that they may not 
grow up dissatisfied with the various pursuits which the country 
life demands, and, as soon as they have become of age, to depart 
for the cities, but should remain at home satisfied with their sur- 
roundings, and not only determined to get the most out of life, 
but to aid others that they may see the bright side of life, which 
is continually opening new vistas to the sight and to the mind. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


We think the town may well be proud of the state in which 
they find their school houses at the end of the present school year, 
and it has been the aim of the Board of Education that those which 
have been repaired should be well lighted, well ventilated, and 
furnished with the best and most improved furniture, and they 
have also endeavored in every case to be as economical as possi- _ 
ble. 

The money raised for repairs has mostly been expended on 
school house in No. 7, which has been entirely remodelled in the 
inside, with new windows, new floor, new seats and desks, making 
it a very neat and comfortable building. 

The school house in No. 1 should be papered and painted in 
the inside, and a few other repairs should be done. The upper 
room in No. 3 should be made higher posted, so that no one could 
reasonably complain of the state of the air therein. ‘Thirty schol- 
ars should never be confined in so small a room, for it seems to be 
very injudicious. 

All our school houses are deficient in illustrative apparatus, but 
we hope in the future there may be some money usefully expended, 
so that our teachers can better and more clearly illustrate the 
various branches which are required to be taught. 


Districr No. 1. 


Fortunately for all concerned in the welfare of this district, the 
services of Mary M. Woodbury were procured during the entire 
year of twenty-two weeks. A teacher of remarkable ability and 
skill, she infused into the school a new life, and such an amount 
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of progress was made that all were satisfied with the year’s labor, 
and we gladly and justly place her in the highest rank as a 
teacher. 
District No. 3. 
Primary Department. 

Susie Henderson taught this department during the entire year, 
and as in years past she has labored with marked success ; we find 
this year no exception but a continuation and growth of her career 
as a teacher. 


Grammar School. 


Taught the entire year by Geo. K. Wood, and the Board of 
Education consider that the district has been fortunate in procur- 
ing the services of a male teacher for so long a time, and one 
who not only has labored during the school hours, but also out- 
side of school hours has given much time and attention to the 
progress of his pupils, and we gladly praise not only him as a 
teacher, but also the scholars, for they have all been remarkably 
diligent and faithful in all their school duties. 


District No. 4. 


‘‘ Ward Four,’’ a8 usual, leads the rural districts in point of 
numbers; its main competitor, No. 5, having practically aban- 
doned the race. 

Miss Mabel C. Downes, whose efforts the previous year were 
fully appreciated, was retained for the spring and fall terms. The 
examination at the close of the second term was witnessed by a 
large number of visitors, and exemplified the work of both teacher 
and pupils in a very entertaining manner. 

Miss Downes having accepted a call to No. 5, Miss Annie 5. 
Clark was put in charge of the winter term. 

The effects of the ripe and thorough scholarship of this teaches 
were plainly visible at the close of the term. 


District No. 5. 


The few scholars in this section were provided for during the 
summer and fall terms in Nos. 3 and 7, so that only a winter term 
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of eight weeks, taught by Mabel C. Downes, whose reputation as a 
teacher was a sure guaranty of success, was held in this district. 
Good order and good work done for a short term. 


District No. 6. 


This school commenced under favorable circumstances with Ju- 
hia L. Langdell, teacher, and some eight or ten scholars ; but after 
being in session two weeks, on account of sickness in the dis- 
trict, it was thought best to discontinue the school. The same 
teacher taught the fall term of fourteen weeks. ‘The scholars at- 
tending were regular and learned well; but with a larger number 
of scholars (only four attending) more life and enthusiasm would 
have been exhibited. 


District No. 7. 


Emma J. Duncklee, who taught two terms the previous year, 
ran the school both terms without ‘a ripple of discord to excite 
the finer feelings of the peaceful community. The house has been 
put in thorough repair, modern seats and benches placed within, 
which were nearly filled. This seems to be the coming district. 


District No. 8. 


This school reminds us of an old song of the once famous 
Hutchinson family : 


‘¢ A little house (not) well filled, 
A little school well willed, 
A teacher too, well skilled, 
Give me.” 


According to a reliable statement, seventy-five years ago, five 
families then residing within its limits, sent fifty children to this 
school in one year. It is but fair to add that the present building 
was not then in use for school purposes. Miss Martha M. Wood- 
bury presided at the spring, and Miss Cora F. Wood at the fall 
term. To each it was a first experience, and to both might 
the promise apply, ‘‘ Whoso is faithful with few shall be made 
ruler over many.” We were present at the close of both terms 
and believe that commendable progress was made. 

Life is a school from the cradle to the orave, and a word to 
those who have exchanged the school books of youth for the im- 
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plements of daily toil in the struggle for existence may not be 
entirely out of place. Some one has said: ‘* Yesterday men 
dreamed; to-day they are thinking; to-morrow they will act.” 
‘*To-day men are thinking, talking and proposing measures to 
avert a national catastrophe, which thinking people realize must 
come unless some more equitable adjustment of the social prob- 
lem be speedily reached.” ‘The marvellous sale of books, maga- 
zines and papers discussing these questions indicates the extent 
of popular interest. 

These questions must be mainly settled at the polls, and can be 
permanently settled only on a basis of right and justice. 

That men may act intelligently when called on to vote, would 
not a public discussion from time to time, here in town, be the 
most practical way of obtaining such information? Let us havea 
Lyceum, free to all, with a programme each evening varied 
enough to suit all tastes and capacities. There is no need of 
importing a high-priced lecturer from abroad’ when we can buy 
his best thought for a penny in the daily papers and discuss it 
at our leisure. Is it not one of the highest duties we owe to 
ourselves and posterity to move in this matter either in the way 
indicated above or some better one if there be such? 

What say you, fellow citizens?
